Tbe oyil is not so much that congress 
does what it ought not to do, but that 
it is uuwilling or incapable o! doing any 
thing that it ought to do. Tho same evil 


is observed in the state legislature, only 
ihcre it is more often joined with posi- 
tive eius of commission, Perhaps there 
are similar causes in each case. As re- 
jards congress, the evil is larger and tho 
remedy is obscure. It is only clear that 
we are not at present making a triumph- 
ant success in representative govern- 
ment."

It the worthless curs thst 
infest tbo city were cleared out, it woulc 
not bo so bad; but in almost every in- 
stance tho animal killed is of considerable 
value. The crime is a cowardly one, and 
it the guilty person is found out it will 
very 
probably 
go 
hard 
with 


him. Only Saturday the red Irish settej 
of J. A. Sutherland was poisoned by 
some unknown party and on tbe day be- 
fore tho fine St, Bernard o! Ur. S. S, 
Humphrey foil a victim to Ihe same 
agency. Patience bus now ceased to be a 
virtuo and tbe sporting men around town 
intend to push the matter vigorously 
Several persons are suspected and before 
long tho guilty one may have a cbanco 
to appear before the municipal court anc 
settle np. The law allows a man to pu' 
out poisoned bait for wolves or lynx, bu 
only between tho tenth day oE November 
and tbe twentieth day of February, and 
cannot be within eig'uty rods of anj 
dwelling house. Notices must also be 
pusteii in three public places, describing 
the location and nature of the poison; and 
anyone failing to put up such notices is li 
able for all damages aud SYO dollars Cne 
besidcd. Anyone" putting such bait with 
in the'Speciliod distance from a resident 
or at any other than tho time set forth u 
subject to a severe penalty, and it
